EDITORIAL VISITS. 


THE COAL FIELDS OF SEATTLE. 


Good coal, abundant and easily accessible 
is of vast importance to all departments of 
business upon the Pacific Coast.. As yet 
none, meeting the wants of the market, 
has been developed within the jurisdiction 
of the United States on the west. But we 
rather think the article is finally found on 
the east side of Puget Sound, only.a few 
miles back of the town of Seattle. We 
could not spare time to visit the field, but 
saw much of the material, and conversed 
with many who appeared as men worthy of 
all confidence—boat engineers, blacksmiths 
and others—and feel ourself justified in 
expressing a very decided opinion that the: 
material needed is found at this point, of, 
good quality, in great abundance, and quite. 
easily accessible. - 

First as to its quantity. It lies in four 
veins of the following respective widths: 
five, six, nine, and seven feet, with a dip of 
about thirty-eight degrees. . These are the 
thicknesses of the reliable coal, and at the 


in the high banks of a small stream. This 
gives a total of twenty-seven feet of good 
workable coal, extending vver two miles, as 

already traced, with an undetermined num- 
ber beyond. The coal seems have been 
covered geologically by the drift, so as to 
appear only where the crossing of rivers 
has laid it .again bare. As to the quality 
of this coal, it doubtless will rank among 
the best im America. It-seems -rather in- 
termediate between the Anthracite and 
Cannel, burning with a mild, clear blaze, 
emitting little smoke, and never blistering 
and bubbling like the bituminous. Black- 


smiths and others using it informed us that | 


it had no sulphur in its composition; with | 
but slight remnant of ashes after burning, 
and these very light, so as mostly to escape 
from the furnaces when used for stéam 
works. We saw it in-use in.a wagon ma- 
ker’s shop, and were told by the smith that 
it was, next to the Cumberland, the best } 
coal he had ever been able to find for his 
use. Ft appears to burn the iron but a very 
little, and leaves it, as it comes out of the 
fire, very clean for taking the easiest weld. 
Mr. George Robinson, coal mining en-. 
gineer, of Victoria, in a partial analysis of 
the coal from these veins, closes his account| 


“They are unquestionably the cleanest 
seams I know of, and I have’ no doabt: of 
their extent.”

‘To Keep Burrer. Summer —D. 
Hopkins, of Orwell, Vermont, communicates 
the following method of keeping butter in 
the summer season: Pack it well in soaked 
tubs or firkins ; put a little damp salt in the 
bottom and »place it in ‘a cool, dPy cellar, on 
a bench of wood eighteen inches from the 
cellar bottom, and the same from the wall. 
Stone or e4rthenware does not keep the but- 
ter well, as the moisture from the surround- 
ing atmosphere in warm weather, condenses.} 
on such vessels and soon affects the butter. 
Put no salt on or between the layers. Fill 
to within half an inch of the top, and place 
a clean, wet cloth over the butter, and pack 
the edges down with a knife, and then spread 
thin wet salt over the cloth. Having made 


mode of packing and keeping butter will 
be useful to many, and cause a smile of de- 
light to the buyer.—W. Y. Tribune. 


HEMORRHAGE FROM THE Lunes.—Salt 
is recommended in hemorrhage from the 
lungs, upon the principle of counter irrita~ | 
tion, the same as _a blister; that is, there is | 
a strong determination of blood to the lungs, 
and the salt is given to irritate the. mucous 
membrane of the mouth, pharynx, cesopha- 
gus and stomach, so as to produce a deter- 
mination of blood to those parts and thus— 
relieve. the pressure upon the lungs. But 
there is a much better and more effectual 
way of accomplishing this object without the 
injury which. must always result from the. 
use of salt or like remedies: The patient 
should be kept as quiet as possible, cold, 
wet cloths should be applied to the chest, 
and changed often, sips of the coldest wa- 
ter or bits of ice should be frequently swal- 
lowed, the feet should be placed in water as 
hot.as it can. be borne and the extremities 
rubbed briskly with the hand ora coarse 
towel. 


Prpper.—Pepper is an almost 
condiment. Black pepper irritates and in- 
flames the coatings of the stomach. Red 
pepper does’ not; it excites, but does not. 
irritate, consequently it: should be used in- 
stead of black pepper. It was known to 
the Romans and bas been in use-in the East 
Indies from time immemorial, as it corrects 
that flatulence which attends a large use of 
vegetable food. Persons in health do not 
‘need any pepper in their food ; but to those 
of weak and languid stomachs it is manifold 
more healthful to. use cayenne pepper at 
meals than any form of wine, brandy, or 
beer that. can be named, because it stimu- 
lates without the reactions of opted or 
debility.
